RACE TRACK FOR TIA JUANA 



COL. MATT WINN CREDITED WITH PLANS FOR 
SUCH A PROJECT. 



No Intention of Abandoning Juarez Track. Accord- 
ing to Advices From San Francisco, Where 
Well-Known Manager Talks of His Plans. 



The San Francisco Chronicle of Saturday last 
published what purports to be a declaration of in- 
tention on the part of Col. Matt .1. Winn manager 
of the Juarez. Empire City ami Louisville race 
tracks, to establish another track for winter racing 
in Mexico, just across t lie international boundary 
at San Diego. Cal. The Chronicle says: 

“M. .1. Winn, general manager of the Juarez race 
meeting, and his assistant. Harry lJreivogel. ar- 
rived in this city yesterday with first -hand informa- 
tion relative to t lie proposed race track project at 
Tia Juana. Colonel Winn gave out the first official 
word to tittle that lie inis several wealthy and in- 
fluential turfmen interested in a plan to make Tin 
Juana the rnecea for the horsemen of the west. 
Just at present, while conditions are so unsettled 
in Mexico, nothing definite can be done in launch- 
ing the project, but when peace is assured across 
the lmrdcr line an effort will be' made to secure a 
concession from the Mexican government, which 
will give Colonel Winn and bis friends a foundation 
to work on. 

"Colonel Winn declares that he is satisfied that 
Tia Juana can be made one of the biggest racing 
lsiints in the west, and he further says that he 

will have unlimited money at liis command to carry 

through the enterprise. Such wealthy horsemen as 
James Butler. Price McKinney of Cleveland and 
other well-known men are said to have lieen at- 
tracted by the advantage which Tin Juana holds 
forth. It is located just across the border line 

from San Diego, and is more favorably located than 
Juarez. Colonel Winn has had reports on sites that 
would be desirable, and all that is necessary for 

the plan to go through is to have the present 

trouble in Mexico adjusted. Colonel Winn will 
hold a conference with Clarence I*. Waterhouse 
while he is in the city. Mr. Waterhouse is inter- 
ested in launching such a racing plant at Tia Juana 
as lui- Itccu. planned, and it is said lie is ready to 
Invest in the enterprise. Mr. Waterhouse, who is 
a loyal horseman, lias extensive mining interests 
in .Mexico. 

"Tia Juana will hardly tie established for some- 
time, however, us n deal of work would l>e required 
to Dili id the- plant and first of all the turf magnates 
will have to wait until affairs quiet down in Mexico. 
Colonel Winn declared that the racing plant at 
Juarez would not be abandoned, even with the es- 
tablishment of Tin Juana. He said that despite 
the- many sclbucks which Juarez suffered this year, 
no money was lost in conducting the meeting. In 
discussing the Tin Juana proposition with friends 
yesterday, lie said: 

‘It is our purpose to get the highest type of 
sportsmen interested in making Tia Juana a great 
racing center. It is a great place and lias the 
natural advantages, such as climate and location, 
to make it favorable for racing the year round. Of 
course, nothing can be done' until the trouble in 
Mexico is settled. Then, we will see about getting 
the concession and will start laying our plans.’ ” 



GOSSIP FROM KENTUCKY TRACKS. 



Louisville. Ky.. April 12.— The Churchill Downs 
and Douglas Park tracks were sloppy today, but not- 
withstanding this many horses were worked, inas- 
much as the tracks will be heavier tomorrow. Quar- 
ters in 2d. three-eighths in about :>8 and .1!) and 
several miles in better than two minutes comprised 
llit- trials. George M. Odom’s Follie Levy and his 
good two-year-olds. Upright, were among those that 
worked, as was also Pin-kola, now in W. IL Fizer’s 
stable. Pinkola lias not started since last fall, but 
is in fine fettle. He is much heavier than usual. 
He circled the course in a manner that suggested 
lie would soon lie ready for the races. Mr. Fizer 
says lie could not have asked a horse to have win- 
tered better than lias Pinkola. He is in all of the 
important stake events of the Kentucky season. • 

P. Kiiebelkamp has arrived from Florida. His 
horses, in charge of "Tex'’ Foreman, are still at 
Jacksonville, bill will in- shipped here in a few days. 
Tin- delay is due to tin- sickness of Attentive, a 
filly iMiuglit for $2,500 from T. C. McDowell. She 
is rounding to. 

The "railbirds’’ at Douglas Park are watching 
.Tack Parker, one of the twenty horses George 
Walker lias in charge for F. J. Pons. This sprinter 
never looked better. 

M. Henry, one of the Pons lightweight jockeys, 
lias been released by trainer Walker and will ride 
for S. .1. Kelley, who came here from Juarez with 
the fast filly Roberta and other racers. Henry can 
scale at ninety ihmiiuIs. 

Indicative of the genuine interest in the forthcom- 
ing Kentucky Derby, there is not a trainer at Church- 
ill Downs who lias wit visited Douglas Park to in- 
spect Barney Sehreiber’s candidate. Captain t'ar- 
luody. All like him because of the manner in which 
lie works. Trainer William Cahill, who lias had 
Captain Curmody in charge for but a brief time, is 
pleased with the horse and says lie will be ready to 
d.> his boat in the Derby. 

John F. Srliorr lias little time to spare owing io 
having in training twenty-six horses at Douglas 
Park. He will decide after perusing the Lexington 
program how many l-aeers lie will send there. Mr. 
Ssi liorr will race extensively at la-xington. tint his 
siring for that meeting will not exceed eight horses, 
liis good filly. Kdda. is showing well and lie regrets 
that she is not in the Kentucky Oaks. 

J, W. Young's old plater, Alma Boy. has about 
recovered from the illness which lie developed en 
rente from Juarez. Oddly enough, of the hundreds 
of horses now here, there is not one seriously siek 
at either track. 

Among the many thoroughbreds at Churchill Downs 
that did not work or race during tin- past winter 
is the sprinter Dr. Waldo Briggs. He had a rest 
of six months, but it appears to have benefited him 
little and il is doubtful if he again races. The 
horse is afflicted with soreness whenever be works. 

I>mis Katz is going along promisingly. He worked 
a half today in 55. 

W. C. Woant is a westerner who will race tn 
Kentucky this season for the first time. 

PENSACOLA RACING IS RESUMED.

COMMENDABLE SHOWING OF NEW YORK BREEDING BUREAU 



In response to a request of Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff and senior Major General of the United 
States Army. wlm. with other officers of the military service, is making an effort to introduce thorough- 
bred blood into ilie army. Algernon Daingerfield, assistant secretary of the Jockey Club, has furnished 
the War Department with a complete history of the organization of the Jockey Club's I! reeding Bureau 
in 1900 and its work since that year. 

General Wood and his helpers in the task of improving flic efficiency of the service have tried horses 
of all types for cavalry and artillery remounts, whether for officers or men. and they have decided that 
thoroughbred blood is the blood they want most. 

It is significant that with the request for information ns to the quality and breeding of the thor- 
oughbred stallions tile Breeding Bureau of tbe Jockey Club lias placed since P.HH1. the War Department 
asks for tlie addresses of the New York farmers with whom they have lieen placed. 

Obviously there is about to be created a ready and profitable market for the produce of the Breeding 
Bureau stallions and it is soon to be brought home to the fanners of New York that it is jtn their im- 
mediate pecuniary interest, as well as of economic iuqiortaiiee to the commonwealth generally, that 
they stand firmly behind the institution of racing, which enables tin* Jockey Club to maintain among 
them the Breeding Bureau stallions. 

Not tin- least interesting feature of Mr. Daingerfield’s report to General Wood is that part of it 
which gives the present domiciles of the thirty-one stallions the Jockey Club lias in service tills spring. 
These horses were great horses on the turf in recent years and are located as follows:

If tlie state of New York had undertaken to place such horses as these at the service of the farmers 
the cost to tin- taxpayers would have been something like half a million dollars. They ere in no sense 
culls. They are the representatives of brilliant thoroughbred families. Each horse is 15.:; or more in 
height, with a weight of 1.100 pounds or more, if approved conformation, good bone, healthy feet and 
legs and fine temper. They were selected with discriminating care and every one of them is admirably 
suited for the purpose <>f getting hulf-breds for military uses. 

Some of them, notably Accountant. Advance Guard. Watereolor. Don de Oro, Goodrich, On Deck. 
Margrave. Rensselaer and Spring were among the greatest racers of their time. 

Don de Oro, a contribution of August Belmont, was one of the brilliant two-year-olds of 1896. He 
was a first-rate three-year-old of 1.897 and lie raced successfully at four and five. Moreover, lie begot 
i first -Class race horses at Mr. Belmont’s Nursery Stud before he was turned over to the farmers of New 
York. 

On Deck was a capital stayer as a three-year-oid in 1897 and he is today an animal of superb ap- 
pearance. 

Accountant, the most successful three-year-old of 1906. cost .Tames B. Brady $45,000., He won up- 
ward of $100,000 in the course of a racing career of two seasons. 

Advance Guard, which started in HSU races, of which lie won forty-eight, earning $04,587 all told, 
was known t lie country over as the “Iron Horse.” And lie was all that tlie soubriquet implied. Water- 
color was tlie first of the brilliant sons of Watercress. Goodrich today holds tlie American record of 
2:50'/, for one mile and a half. 

Rensselaer, a oontenqiorary of Tlie Friar. Ornament. Tillo and Bannockburn, distinguished himself 
in America. England, Belgium and France. Spring is one of tlie swiftest and sturdiest of the offspring 
of Atheling. 

Sixty-seven stallions have In-ell accepted by the Breeding Bureau since 1!HVT. Several have since 
died and others, not proving sure foal getters or developing iinsoutidiiess of body or eccentricity of 
temper, were either returned to tlie donors or gehlcil ami sold. 

The breeding record of the bureau shows that: 

lu 1900 thirty-seven stallions were mated with .500 mares. 

In 1!>07 fifty-four stallions were mated witli 1.0X5 mares and 100 living foals reported as tlie result 
of the breeding season of 1900. 

In 1908 forty-nine stallions were mated with 1 .058 'mares and 581 living fouls rc|mrli-d ns llic result 
of the breeding season of 1907. 

In 1909 forty one stallions were mated with 728 mares and 410 living foals reported as tlie result 
of tin- breeding season of Dior. 

In 1910 thirty tour stallions were mated with 780 mares and 428 living foals reported as tlie result 
of tin- breeding season of 1909. 

Tlie total number of living foals reported to date is 1.519. and there were manv that were not re- 
ported. 

Mr. Daingerfield says of tlie bureau’s work: "Tlie Breeding Bureau lias been greatlv aided bv tlie 

generous co-operation of tin- various racing associations in offering special prizes to further interest in 
the thoroughbred horse throughout the state. The racing associnl ions' prizes were $1 ihi each, and wen- 
offered for tlie host half-bred colts and fillies through all the different agricultural fairs. The stallions 
were delivered free of expense to their keepers, the advertising being done from tin- office of Hie Breed 
mg Bureau ot tin* Jockey (’tub. The only expense to the keepers has been their actual maintenance, 
the keiqiers receiving every dollar or tin- stud fees, and it is oonlidentlv lielievi-d that they have lieen a 
souree of revenue rather than expense to tin- men who have had tin-in in charge.

Club is t<> have a day of racing Saturday. April 29. 
The Meadow Brook Steeplechase Association will 
conduct its one-day meeting at Belmont Park Ter- 
minal. Saturday. May ff. Tlie select ion of this course 
by (lie Meadow Brook Association will undoubtedly 
make its meeting a much more popular one. for the 
reason that the course is much more accessible than 
that at Hempstead, and at the same time it is so 
thoroughly modern in its appointments that tlie 
patrons of the sport will Is- better satisfied. Tlie 
Watching Hunt Club of Plainfield. X. J., will race 
May JS. 

Tlie Virginia Racing and Horse Show is scheduled 
for two days of sport. Saturday. May 20, and Mon 
day. May 22. at Richmond. The Rose Tree Fox 
Hunting Onb of Pennsylvania will follow with two 
days. May 25 anal 27. 

One of the most important of tlie hunt meetings 
is that of tlie Maryland United Hunts Racing Associ- 
ation. 'Iliis will lie held at the Pimlico course of 
the Maryland Jockey Club on Tuesday, May 50: 
Thursday. June 1. anal Saturday. June 3. This is a 
ini-i-tiug which each season* attracts Hie lx-st horses 
and amateurs that race, and it lias grown to tie an 
important part aif the circuit.

Action Follows Indictments by Grand Jury — Good 
Track Conditions Prevail and Racing Is 
Attended by Some Disappointments. 



Norfolk. Va.. April 12. — Tlie high winds and 
bright sunshine of tin- past few days worked won- 
ders with the going at the Norfolk track and horses 
Hint prefer a fast course had their first chance of 
tlie meeting this afternoon.

Miller half a length in a driving finish.
